ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, March 29.—(*#) 
Marshal Rommel and the surviv- 
ors of his 80,000 troops retreated 
tonight in a narrow coastal gant- 
let, made perilous by torrents of 
toward Gabes 
from the Mareth line, battered by 
the British Eighth Army in eight 
days of the most gruelling battle 
this continent has ever known. 

Every strongpoint of the Little 
Maginot fortifications in southern 
Tunisia was in British hands, in- 
cluding the key towns of Mareth, 
Toujane and Matmata as well as 
6,000 of the Nazi marshal’s shell- 
shocked troops. 

Gabes, an important east coast 
supply port, was in,imminent peril 
not only from the _ victorious 
Eighth Army troops that had 
fought their way through the 
thick defenses, but from a column 
that had flanked the Mareth line 
and reached EI Hamma and a 
position 15 miles west of Gabes. 
The frontal conquerors of the Ma- 
reth line were but 20 miles south 
of Gabes. ;

Farther north, the eager Amer- 
ican divisions of Lieutenant Gen- 
eral George S. Patton Jr. advanc- 
ed through difficult country east 
of El Guetar and stood on high 
ground ready to vent their offen- 
sive fury on Rommel’s flanks 
should he try to flee the 200 miles 
north for a junction with Colone! 
General Jurgen von Arnim in the 
north around Tunis and Bizerte. 

Other American columns men- 
acing Mezzouna and Kairouan far- 
ther north likewise gravely imper- 
iled the Germans and Italians 
with entrapment and consequent 
slaughter. 

Rommel had suffered heavy 
losses in the Mareth line from a 
virtual “nonstop assault by tand 
and air since the night of March 
20, and there were indications 
that the enemy realized the threat 
to his flank and was intent upon 
racing up the coast to momentary 


| safety, if he could. Frontline dis- 
| patches said enemy landing fields 


west of Gabes had been plowed 
up, a sure indication of flight. 

The Allied offensive in Tunisia 
became general as the British 
First Army in the north opened 
an assault from Djebel Abiod sec- 
tor, smashing against German po- 
sitions straddling the Tarbaca- 
Mateur road. The Allied commu- 
nique said “successful local ad- 
vances were made and a consid- 
erable number of prisoners were 
taken.” 

First Army Action. 

William B. King, Associated 
Press correspondent with the 
Army in the north, called the 
First Army action an offensive 
that followed an Allied withdraw- 
al totaling 25 miles earlier in 
March. Among Allied’ troops par- 
ticipating were the Goums, pig- 
tailed warriors from northern Mo- 
rocco, under French officers. They 
fought with guns and knives. 

The final assault that cracked 
the Mareth line started during the 
afternoon of Friday, and Allied 
headquarters credited the flanking 
column which had swept around 
the line with generating the pres- 
sure that caused its fall. The com- 
munique said: 

“On the Eighth Army front the 
attack which was launched on the 
afternoon of March 26 on the en- 
emy’s strong position south of El 
Hamma has forced the enemy to 
withdraw from the Mareth area. 
This attack, with the powerful and 
very effective support of our air 
forces, caused the enemy heavy 
losses in tanks, guns, motor trans- 
port and men. Many Germans 
were taken prisoner. 

“Fierce fighting continued in 
this area during March 27, with 
our troops making good progress. 
The whole.of the strong organized 
defenses of the Mareth position 
are now in our hands and our 
troops on March 28 occupied 
Mareth, Toujane and Matmata 
Prisoners taken by the Eighth 
srmy since March 20 now tota!

Army Mad at Bomber Crews 
For Shooting So Many Planes 


LONDON, March: 29.—(AP)—One of the’ oldest and 
most revered of American military slogans—“don’t shoot 
until you see the whites of their eyes”—has become a hand- 
icap for one section of the mddern United States Army, 
and tacticians are trying to put itgin mothballs. 

Gunners on our bombers have been told to forget it, but 
just being told wasn’t enough. An officer said today a 
campaign had begun to “re-educate” the gunners away 
from the idea of letting German fighters get in close before 
popping them off. 

The bombers’ main mission, he explained, is to reach 
and hit their target. The gunners’ job is to keep enemy 
fighters from interfering. Therefore, they should open 
fire at the longest possible range. 

“But the boys always are hell-bent on knocking down 
German fighters, so they have been holding their fire and 
practically begging them to come close,” the officer said. 

In order to discourage the practice, air force officers at 
one time considered a proposal to award no more medals 
for shooting down Axis planes. This was abandoned, how- 
ever, in favor of a plan to give an additional award to 
bomber groups with the best operational records; that is, 
groups with the fewest losses and the least damage.

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Churchill’s Speech 
Woke Up America, 
Thompson Says 


By DOROTHY THOMPSON. 


The main part of Winston Churchill’s historic speech was | 
devoted to internal postwar policy. Mr. Churchill offered | 
no detailed program for British reconstruction but he sum-_| 


marized objectives to be achieved, and suggested principles 
and procedures for attaining these objectives. 


Inasmuch as this part of the. 


speech concerned only Britons, 
why did it awaken such enormous 
interest in the United States” 

One reason is the extent of the 
popular misconception of Britain. 
It has been depicted as a con- 
servative and even reactionary 
country ruled by “tories”—and 


few people could describe a Brit 


ish “tory.” The profound social 
changes that were developing in 
Britain before the war, and have 
been enormously accelerated since, 
have attracted relatively little at- 
tention here. That some of the 
most important posts in the Brit 
ish cabinet are held by labor rep- 
resentatives is realized, but the 
consequences are not. In fact, the 
popular influente in “conserva- 
tive” Britain, is, I think, stronger 
than in democratic America. 
Labor Movement. 

One reason is that the British 
labor movement is stronger, more 
integrated, and more universally 
accepted as a permanent and dy- 
namic factor in British life than 
it is in America. It is also far 
more responsible. It is a movement 
with a political tradition, which 
is formulating national programs. 

In contrast, the American labor 
movement is primitive. Never has 
a national policy ever been for- 
mulated by either of the great 
American labor organizations. The 
questions that concern them are 
exclusive rather than inclusive of 
the rest of the people, restricted 
to “collective bargaining” over 
matters of wages, hours and em- 
ployer - employe relationships. 
With few exceptions, one being 
the textile trades, they do not 
engage in workers’ education or 
cultural activities, nor in political 
education. 

So listening to Churchill’s 
speech—the speech of a conserva- 
tive—we realize that he has inte- 
grated into it those proposals and 
ideas which, first advanced by la- 
bor, have become part of the men- 
tality of the whole nation. 

British Planning. 

Let us take the idea of “plan- 
ning,” which is still a bogey word 
to “conservative” Americans. That 
is an old idea in England. The 
well-known “Royal Commissions,” 
disinterested bodies appointed by 
the crown, for the purpose of in- 
vestigating and analyzing national 
problems and bringing in recom- 
mendations, often in the form of 
majority and minority reports, 
constitute an imstitution univer- 
sally accepted. They have 
strengthened the tendency of the 
British mind to look at problems 
with reason and realism r:ther 
than with furious partisanship ac- 
cording to divergent immediate in- 
terests. This quality of the Brit- 
ish mind and tradition explains 
why Britain has not had a revolu- 
tion in 400 years, although revo- 
lutionary changes have taken 
place by consensus of assent. 

From a royal commission re- 
port to a “four-year plan” as pro- 
posed by Churchill, is a great step. 

Now, this four-year plan, which 
candidly proposes a mixed econo- 
my for England, is not made to a 
nation which is less anchored in 
private enterprise than our own. 
On the contrary, Britain was the 
creator of the idea of private en- 
terprise as the foundation of the 
economy. Beginning with Adam 
Smith and his concept of “pre- 
Stabilized harmony” between pri- 
vate interests, to the whole “Man- 
chester school,” Britain has been 
the progenitor of the laissez faire- 
laissez passer school of economic 
thinking. 

Economic Failures. 

But this economy has been, his- 
torically, unable to avert cycles of 
giut and scarcity, boom and de- 
pression, and in these cycles the 
whole nation has suffered—indus- 
trialists and merchants, farmers 
and workers. For the workers the 
question had become one of naked 
life, or, at the most, of dependence 
upon public charity. So that it 
is out of the workers that insist- 
ence has come for the maintenance 
of continuous employment and in- 
Surance against hazard. But ex- 
perience—and the British are an 
empirical people, not a theoretical 
one—has proven that this is im- 
possible without planning.

profoundly, for two reasons: The 
problems which Churchill 
with confidence in the -eason and | 
unity of his own people, are our | 
own problems; and the proposals | 
come from a nation that shares | 
our own economic traditions. 

Churchill’s speech—which was in| 
no sense directed to America—is| 
nevertheless a direct contribution | 
to our own problems and discus- | 
sions of them. .

The gasoline tax shrinkage is due, of course, 
to the rationing of gasoline now in effect. The 
tax is a sales tax, levying six cents on every 
gallon of the motor fuel sold in this state. 

That something will have to be done is 
self-evident and is doubtless one of the prin- 
cipal problems faced at this time by Governor 
Arnall. He told the recent general assembly 
that a special session might be necessary this 
summer, unless lifted ration restrictions or some 
form of direct aid from the federal government 
eases the problem in the meantime. 


The necessary public services performed by 
the state government and its agencies must, 
of course, be maintained. Nothing must be 
skimped that would endanger the health, the 
Safety or the basic well-being of the people. 
At she same time there should be no thought 
of other levies against the already burdened 
taxpayers, until after every possible economy, 
in every mook and cranny of the state govern- 
ment, is effected. ‘To waste one penny of the 
people’s money at a time like this would not be 
Short of the criminal. 


Perhaps Georgia could continue to operate 
on the reduced revenue, drastic though that 
reduction is. If she can, Governor Arnall fs 
just the type of executive to see that she does.

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS 


WAR PROSPECTS WASHINGTON, March 29.—Some of the 
best informed opinion in Washington is 
now making the following new appraisal of the war outlook: 
of the war in Europe will come not this year, 
but in 1944. Germany is unlikely to collapse 
in 1943 and will still be fighting next year. 

Even with all possible aid from the United 
States and Britain in the form of equipment 
and supplies, Russia can hardly win out single 
handed. 

The war in Europe will not end until the 
United States and Britain. launch an all-out 
invasion of the continent and convince Hitler’s 
generals that Germany cannot hope for even a 
stalemate. 

We will be in better position to wage such 
an attack in 1944 than during the remainder of 
the present year. 

This does not mean, however, that we will 
delay second front preparations until 1944. Our 

first move in that direction will be a full-scale drive against Italy 
which will probably be launched by midsummer, possibly earlier 
than that. It may start as a combined sea and air offensive, de- 
Signed to render Italy helpless before we move in. 

These calculations visualize the likelihood of Italy being knocked 
out of the war by the fall of 1943. When and if this comes, Mayor 
LaGuardia, of New York, himself an Italian, may be set up in Rome 
as the military governor of Italy, taking over in Mussolini’s place 
after we have kicked the Duce out. 


1943 OFFENSIVES Additional offensive plans for 1943 prob- 
ably call for the Allies setting up a bridge- 
head in other sections of Europe, perhaps Norway or France. 

But the main offensive against Hitler is likely to be delayed 
until 1944. Chief reason is that Nazi submarines still hold the 
upper hand in the Atlantic. They continue to be our No. 1 prob- 
lem. Before we can afford to launch an all-out attack we must 
remove the threat to our supply lines by clearing the sea lanes of 
the U-boats. 

Preceding the European invasion there will undoubtedly be an 
air offensive of such power and scope as the world has never seen. 
The purpose will be to destroy vital communication lines, important 
war industries, and generally to soften up the continent for a sweep- 
ing land attack. The more we demoralize Hitler's transportation 
system the more difficult it will be for him to move men and 
equipment to oppose us. 


RUSSIA’S ROLE Russia will be relied upon chiefly to keep 
large numbers of German divisions occupied 
on the eastern front. The more pressure that can be exerted from 
that direction the easier our task will be in the western theater. 
Despite the recent Nazi gains in the Donets basin, it is doubtful 
that the Germans will be able to stage another offensive against 
the Russians this summer. Hitler will be put to the necessity of 
shortening his lines and keeping a close watch on developments 
along the Atlantic and in the Mediterranean. 
Regarding Tunisia, we may expect the Germans to be chased 
out of there within the next 60 to 90 days. We and the British are 


now making our first real moves to this end. 
Our operations in the African theater 


BEHIND SCHEDULE 
are much behind schedule. They have 


been held up mainly because of the weather. Submarines have also 
figured in the delay. Original plans had called for clearing Tunisia 
much earlier than this. 

Japan will continue to be a secondary war objective until we 
have beaten down the European end of the Axis. We may, how- 
ever, expect a stepping up of naval activities in the Pacific once 
we have taken full possession of the Mediterranean. That will 
enable us to release more naval vessels for service in the Pacific. 

While the war with Japan will remain secondary until we have 
defeated the Germans, we are still expected to launch sustained 
bombing attacks on Japanese cities before the summer is gone. 
It is no secret that intensive preparations to this end have been in 
progress for some time.. They may come sooner than expected.

Everybody realizes that some kind of planning is necessary to 
prevent chaos after the war. We don’t want any more bread lines 
or any more veterans peddling apples. 

But it should be possible to do what is necessary and bene- 
ficial without sacrificing the kind of government and the way of 
life we are now struggling to preserve. It isnt necessary to go all 
the way over to Socialism, nor is it necessary to increase centrai- 
ization of power and give Washington more control of our lives. 

People desire true “social security.” When our present pian 
was adopted, many believed it new and revolutionary, but much 
of it had been established in other lands for many years. We 
copied from others, but made our system unfair by discrimination 

Social security should be supported by general taxes, and 
should be the birthright of every citizen, rich or poor. 

Solving the social problem should not be aifficult, for all that 
free people ask is security. The one thing we desire above all 
else is safety—which includes both freedom from fear and freedom 
from want. 

Working people—which means nearly all of us—are ridden by 
three fears, which increase as they grow older: the fear of losing 
their jobs or being unable to find jobs; the fear of losing their in- 
come by reason of sickness or injury; and the fear of a destitute 
old age when they are no longer able to work. 

Nearly all of them wish to stand on their own feet—to feel 
independent and self-reliant. They don’t want to be spoon-fed by 
a paternal government. 

But they do feel entitled to a job, to protection against want 
when they are sick or injured, and to assurance of a decent living 
when they are old. They want to feel sure of these things, so they 
will have no reason to worry. 

The lucky few can make enough money to provide such se- 
curity for themselves, yet they may lose it at any time and be 
unable to make more; so the security provided for some should 
be available to all. 

Jobs can be assured, for when “private enterprise” is unable 
to provide them, an honest and intelligent government, free of 
rotten politics, can undertake public works that will employ all 
who are idle. Making America what an ideal nation should 
would provide enough big jobs to keep all of us busy for a gen- 
eration. 

The other forms of security we have now in varying degree. 
They need only to be co-ordinated, made adequate and provided 
for all citizens alike. 

These things arg coming. The only question is whether we'll 
be smart enough to provide them in time, and do it in a prace- 
tical, workable, reasonable way.

Red ‘A’ Stamp 


Valid Through April 


Another question that kept the Ration Counter’s phone jangling 
all day yesterday was this business of validation and expiration 
dates for red stamps. 

“Do I have to spend all my red “A” stamps this week?” No, 
the red “A” stamp, which became valid yesterday, is good through- 
out April. 

“Well, when can I use my red “B” stamps?” ‘“B” stamps be- 
come valid April 5, next Monday, and may be used from that date 
until the end of the month. In the same manner, “C” stamps may 
be used from April 11 to the end of the month; “D” stamps from 
April 18 until the end of the month; and “E” stamps become valid 
April 25, and will expire at a date yet to be announced. 


Now that butter is back on sale (to the relief of many Atlan- 
tans who, according to reports, were down to spreading their 
morning toast with mayonnaise and peanut butter at the week’s 
end) there are more and more questions on sale of country butter, 
even though it could be sold all last week. 
one cow and just sell a couple of pounds to the people next door, 
you are classed by the OPA as a processor of butter, and must 
register as such. However, there is little red tape involved. Your 
county ration board has the proper forms, and will tell you at what 
intervals you must mail in the coupons you receive for sales of 
butter.

with eggs 25 cents a dozen and sugar-cured ham advertised for 19 
cents a pound. Eggs are now around 50 cents a dozen; ham, 55 
cents a pound. Butter has gone up from 37 to 55 cents per pound; 
bacon, from 25 to 43 cents per pound; and the sugar which sold 
.for 23 cents for five pounds is now rationed and selling for 30 
cents per five-pound lot. 

America’s housewives are passing the ammunition—meaning 
waste fats—more and more, according to the War Production Board. 
In January they turned in 900,000 pounds more than in December, 
but they are still far short of the monthly quota of 16,667,000 
pounds, according to the report. 

To expedite the transformation of fats into glycerine (which 
is a vital war material) we are now allowed to substitute as a con- 
tainer a wide-mouth jar or bottle for the old wide-mouth can, as 
the coffee cans, which were the favorite wide-mouth variety, are 
now scarce. Much lard, too, which formerly came in big cans, 
has a new wartime glass container. However, WPB warned that 
only wide-mouth bottles may be used, as the glass would break if 
the bottle had to be heated to melt the grease to extract it. 


The recent announcement concerning the new status of some 
types of sandals has been misinterpreted by some shoe-buyers. 
An irate lady called the Ration Counter yesterday: 

“Well, I saw some sandals advertised in the paper 
Sunday and went down to buy some for my chil- 
dren and they said I had to give them a coupon 
for them. I thought sandals weren’t rationed.” 
What probably had her mixed up was the recent 
OPA order stating that sandals ‘with open backs 
and heels of not more than 1% inches in height 
were not rationed, regardless of materials. The 
sandals she had been trying to buy had the backs 
in, and were made of leather. Therefore they were rationed. 

To save yourself a trip to town, it’s wise to remember that 
unless the advertisement specifically says “these shoes are not 
rationed,” they generally are.

amount which can clearly be de- 
fended as fair war profits in the 
court of public opinion. 

“As soon as that attitude be- 
comes general and war contractors 
learn from experience that it pays 
both in personal satisfaction and 
in dollars, to co-operate, the bur- 
den of renegotiation will be mini- 
mized both for business and for 
government.” 

Noting that responsibility for re- 
negotiation rests with the Secre- 
taries of War, Navy, Treasury and 
the chairman of the Maritime 
Commission, the committee advis- 
ed legislation merging the agen- 
cies into a single policy-making 
and review board including a rep- 
resentative of the War Production 
Board. 

The report noted that up to 
January 30, the War Department 
Price Adjustment Board renegoti- 
ated contracts totalling $8,600,000,- 
000.

Cole. 

Each has been awarded a cita- 
tion which reads: 

“With gallant and resolute pur- 
pose, and at grave risk to his own 
life and the safety of his ship and 
men, he successfully countered al! 
opposition in the accomplishment 
of a vital and strategic mission.”
